Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  for  your  consideration  my  ANNUAL  Report 
for  1951. 

From  the  table  on  page  8 it  will  be  observed  that  the 
Birth  Kale  was  0.6  higher  than  the  previous  year,  but  3.9 
below  the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years.  The  death 
rate  was  0.2  higher  than  the  previous  year  and  1.6  above 
the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years.  The  death  rate  in 
1951  was  the  highest  recorded  for  10  years. 

Unfortunately  the  low  level  of  infantile  deaths  recorded 
in  1950  has  not  been  maintained.  There  were  15  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  as  compared  with  8 in  the 
previous  year,  the  respective  infantile  mortality  rates  beitig 
42  and  23  per  1,000  live  births. 

For  the  sixth  successive  year  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths

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Social  Conditions 

The  Urban  District  of  Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South 
East  corner  of  Lancashire,  330ft.  above  sea  level.  'J'he  River 
'I'ame,  a tributary  of  the  River  Mersey,  forms  the  southerly 
and  easterly  bounderies  of  the  district  and  serves  as  the 
County  boundary  between  Lancashire  and  Cheshire.  On  the 
northerly  side  it  is  bounded  by  the  Urban  District  of  Auden- 
shaw,  on  the  southerly  side  by  the  Urban  District  of  Bred- 
bury  and  Romiley,  on  the  westerly  side  by  the  City  of  Man- 
chester and  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport  and  on  the 
easterly  side  by  the  Borough  of  Hyde.  The  district  is  well 
planned  and  has  four  main  highways  radiating  from  the 
centre  almost  due  North,  South,  East  and  West. 

Houses  in  the  district  are  mainly  of  the  four  and  six 
roomed  type  and  the  condition  and  general  soundness  on 
the  whole  is  fair.  Rising  dampness  and  leaking  roofs  are 
the  chief  prevailing  forms  of  defects.  Approximately  one 
half  of  the  houses  are  built  in  terraces  while  the  other  half 
are  of  the  semi-detached  or  detached  type  with  gardens  front 
and  rear  and  built  during  the  past  quarter  century. 

The  district  is  principally  industrial  and  residents  are 
mainly  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  hats  and  processes 
incidental  thereto.  There  are  also  engineering,  accumulator, 
plastic  and  rubber  works  together  with  printing  and  other 
light  industries. 

There  is  no  reason  to  suspect  that  any  particular  occu- 
pation in  the  district  has  contributed  to  ill-health  amongst 
employees.

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Prevalence  of  and  control  over  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases 


'I'able  I shows  tlie  number  of  infectious  disease  cases, 
removals  to  hospital,  and  mortality  during  1951  ; table  II 
the  trend  of  infectious  disease  during  the  past  25  years ; 
and  table  III  particulars  of  Food  Poisoning  cases  during 
the  year  under  review.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number 
of  notifications  received  during  1951  was  the  highest  re- 
corded for  the  past  11  years  but  Measles  accounted  for 
about  two  thirds  of  the  total. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  for  the  second 
successive  year. 

The  clinical  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  continued 
to  be  mihl,  of  the  57  cases  notified  22  were  removeil  to 
hospital. 

'I'he  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  (36) 
was  the  highest  fim  the  past  11  yeais;  there  were  10  deaths. 

Dysentery  (Shiggella  Sonnei)  was  endemic  at  the 
Day  Nursery  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  and  in  order 
to  airest  the  spread  of  infection  it  was  necessary  to  close 
the  nursery  for  a short  period. 

62  premises  were  disinfected  following  infeclious 

disease.

33  new  cases  and  ten  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths  which  had 
not  been  previously  notified.  All  houses  were  disinfecteii 
after  removal  of  a tubercular  person  and  bedding  and  personal 
belongings  subjected  to  steam  disinfection.  Structural  defects 
in  houses,  particularly  regarding  ventilation  were  given  im- 
mediate attention  and  any  case  known  to  be  sharing  a bed- 
room was  given  priority  in  re-housing.  10  such  cases  were 
re-housed  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  relating  to  tuber- 
culous persons  in  the  milk  trade. 

Table  IV  shows  the  age  grouping  and  separation  into 
sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths  during  1951,  and  table  V the 
number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1951.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  1951. 

Consequent  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Langdon  and 
my  appointment  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  E. 
Pollitt  was  appointed  on  the  21st  May,  1951  to  fill  the 
vacancy  of  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 

A scheme  to  convert  the  whole  of  the  tippler  closets 
in  the  district  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  work  was  commenced  in  September. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  102  closets  had  been  converted. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  inspection  and 
supervision  of  food  premises,  but  in  this  connection  the  un- 
satisfactory transportation  of  meat  and  the  reduced  frequency 
of  inspection  of  dairy  farms  since  the  control  of  milk  pro- 
duction was  taken  from  local  authorities  still  gives  rise  to 
some  concern. 

Consequent  on  the  delivery  of  a new  vehicle  in 
April,  refuse  collection  was  re-organised  and  a weekly  collec- 
tion has  since  been  maintained.  'I'he  possession  of  a spare 
vehicle  has  also  made  it  possible  to  overhaul  and  repaint 
other  vehicles. 

May  I express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman, 
Coun.  R.  E.  Mather,  for  his  encouragement,  to  the  members 
of  the  Committee  and  Dr.  II.  I.  Ashford  for  their  support, 
and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  loyal  assistance  and  co-operation  during  my  first 
year  as  your  (^hief  Sanitary  Inspector.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  ihe  district  is  supplied  from  mains  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation  and  the  supply  is  constant  and  of 
fairly  good  quality.  Discoloration  and  suspended  solids  have 
given  rise  to  some  concern  but  samples  submitted  have  all 
proved  sterile.  The  trouble  appears  to  have  been  caused 
by  the  fact  that  the  supply  is  not  filtered  and  that  flushing 
of  mains  has  been  reduced,  as  until  completion  of  the 
Thirlmere  Aqueduct,  economy  in  the  use  of  water  is 
necessary,  especially  during  periods  of  drought.  Samples 
for  analysis  were  submitted  as  follows

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

'I’he  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  separate 
system.  The  sewage  from  one  area  is  collected  at  a pump- 
ing station  and,  after  separation  of  the  stoim  water,  is  pumped 
to  the  head  of  a gravitational  sewer.  'I'he  whole  of  the 
sewage  from  the  district  is  delivered  ultimately  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers  of  24" 
and  18"  diameter  respectively.  'The  process  of  treatment  at 
the  sewage  works  consists  of  primary  clarification  of  the 
sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by  sedimentation  and 
chemical  precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on  percolating 
filters  in  which  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  none- 
putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation,  'i'he  deposited  sludge, 
which  is  screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house 
and  is  pumped  into  digestion  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being 
ultimately  dried  on  the  adjoining  drying  beds.  Considerable 
extensions  are  being  undertaken  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  and  it  is  expected  that  these  will  be  completed  dining 
1952.

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  on 
the  main  site  at  Alpha  Mill  which  has  an  estimated  life  of 
a further  five  years.  During  the  year  a disused  reservoir 
at  the  old  Denton  Colliery  workings  was  filled  in  and  lev- 
elled by  controlled  tipping,  thus  saving  6 months  tipping 
space  on  the  main  site  and  at  the  same  time  eliminating 
a source  of  danger  to  children.

The  emission  of  black  smoke  is  limited  to  two  minutes 
per  half  hour,  18  observations  were  made  during  the  year.

Bye-Laws  for  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
and  the  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air  came  in  force  on  6th 
March,  1950,  but  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take 
any  legal  action.  A survey  of  all  premises  where  food  is 
manufactured,  deposited  for  sale  or  sold  and  which  had  no 
satisfactory  supply  of  hot  water  has  been  carried  out.  50 
cases  of  these  premises  were  found  and  in  19  cases  gas 
geysers  have  been  installed.  Notices  regarding  dogs,  handling 
of  food  by  customers,  and  washing  of  hands  after  using  the 
toilet  have  been  issued  to  all  food  premises. 
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
